“Ultimately, our team is 
held together by our coach, and 
without her we never would 
have been as successful as we 
have been since she first started 
coach here,” Baker said. 

Baker is an education ma- 
jor from Falls Church, VA and 
said she aspires to become an 
elementary school teacher after 
she graduates.
